With weather about perfect and cattle in wonderful condition 
Holmes Thompson had prepared for a nice sale to be held at his 
fine farm at Cortland, Indiana, on Thursday, May 20th, 1937. Col.

The Parade! 


Another year has rolled around. Today 
marks the end of the eighteenth year of 
continuous and regular service and devotion 
to a breed of cattle in which this institu- 
tion has most explicit faith. It has been a 
great year for the breed. More new friends 
and staunch supporters of the Bonnie Blacks 
are recorded for the twelve month period 
just closed than during any similar period 
since the inception of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. The Journal is happy to have been 
accorded the privilege and the pleasure of 
serving so great and so good a breed of 
cattle. 

It has been more than a pleasure to work 
with Aberdeen-Angus breeders from coast 
to coast and from the far north to the gulf 
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on the south. Your splendid cooperation is 
hereby acknowledged. No finer people ever 
lived than the men and women engaged in 
the. breeding of registered and commercial 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. A people more de- 
voted to a breed of cattle will not easily 
be found. We count it a privilege to have 
been one of you—these years of experience 
as an associate breeder, editor, publisher 
and associate salesman, connected with both 
private treaty and public vendues, we hope 
has been of some little value to the breed. 
In other words we hope our varied affiliation 
with the breed has worked to the advantage 
of the good men and women who are vie- 
ing with each other to produce better Aber- 
deen-Angus for those who are to follow us. 

There have been nineteen International 
grand championship awards made _ since 
August 1918. There were thirteen such 
awards prior to the beginning of the Jour- 
nal. It has been our good fortune to have 
seen them all—those winning the first few 
years were not so closely scrutinized as we 
happened at that time to be interested in 
= the owner of another breed of beef cat- 
tle. 


Perhaps it wili be interesting to parade 
the winners of the grand championship rib- 
bons at the International since and includ- 
ing 1918. First came Evenest of Bleaton, 
a rising three year old, imported and shown 
by Clarence W. Eckhardt, of New York. In 
1919 Idolmere lacking a month of being 
four years old, bred by O. V. Battles, and 
shown by Dr. J. I. Huggins, both of whom 
are still actively engaged in the business. 
Dr. Huggins returned with the imported 
bull Perinthian in 1920. This bull lacked 
about two months of being two years old 
at the time. 


The world record regime of the famous 
Earl Marshall began in 1921 when his ris- 
ing three year old son Prince Marshall, 
bred by Escher & Ryan and shown by E. E. 
Blandford, of Oklahoma, captured that hon- 
or. 1922 saw Earl Marshall’s second son, 
Bar Marshall bred by W. A. McHenry and 
shown by I. L. Jones, of South Dakota, ac- 
complish the same feat. He was six years 
and a few months of age. Third son to win 
the International grand championship was 
Blackcap Revolution just under four years 
of age. Bred by Escher & Ryan and shown 
by Jas. D. McGregor, of Brandon, Manitoba. 
The year 1934 saw still another son win the 
coveted purple. This was Black Marshall 
11th bred and shown by Escher & Ryan, 
showing as a senior yearling at about twen- 
ty months old. 


In 1925 the spell was broken when the 
five year old Playman of Sunbeam marched 
away with the grand championship ribbon 
for Judge S. C. Fullerton of Oklahoma. He 
had been bred by George Pinney. Earl 
Marshall returned for his fifth and final 
direct victory when Quality Marshall carry- 
ing three years and eight months of time 
won for W. E. Scripps Wildwood Farms, of 
Michigan. Quality Marshall was bred by 
Escher & Ryan. In 1926 a grandson of Earl 
Marshall came to the fore. This was Revo- 
lution 7th, three years and seven months 
old, bred by Jas. D. McGregor and shown 
by Harrison & Ryan of Harlan, Iowa. An- 
other grandson, Revolution of Page 2d, 
bred by H. O. Harrison and shown by Hart- 
ley Stock Farms, Page, North Dakota, 
showing in the summer yearling section 
won the coveted ribbon in 1928. Both these 
last two were sons of Blackcap Revolution. 


Then in 1929 Harrison & Ryan broke in- 
to the Revolution record when they showed 
the Garrett Tolan bred Eileenmere 15th ap- 
proaching five years of age to the champ- 


ionship. At four years and fo

linois in 1985. He had also been bred by 
Mr. Tolan. Then in 1936 Congdon & Battles 
of Yakima, Washington, showed their own 
breeding when Epponian 8th of Rosemere 
won at two years and nine months of age, 


Could these great bulls all have been 
preserved in their prime and shown togeth. 
er at one time it certainly would have made 
a grand spectacle. Eighteen more years js 
not long to wait for another array of roy- 
alty to pass through the great Internation- 
al arena and we hope to be here to record 
such achievement year by year as the Bon- 
nie Black Banner marches on to higher and 
nobler ideals and achievements.

EILEENMERE 122d 490910—Top bull of the 1937 spring sale season is now the property 
of Dr. Gn. M. Laughlin, Kirksville, Missouri. Sold in the Tolan sale for $2500.00. An En- 
chantress Trojan Erica, son of the famous breeding bull Eileenmere 32d by Eileenmere 15th. 


It was a rather fast go from New Sharon, Iowa, to Springfield, 
Illinois, and out to J. Garrett Tolan’s place near Pleasant Plains 
some eight miles northwest of Springfield, however connections 
were perfect and we arrived early sale day morning—Wednesday, 
May 26th, to find that some visitors had spent a day or two 


same bull—Eileenmere 4th. So this splendid little heifer 
carries the same amount of Eileenmere 4th blood as 
though she had been an own daughter. The doctor took 
another daughter of the 32d, about the same age and from 
an Eileenmere 4th dam at $320.00. He also took the baby 
heifer. Blackcap Tolan 55th by the International grand 
champion Eileenmere 85th and from a Blackcap daughter 
of Eileenmere 4th at $250.00. ; 

Pridemere T. 13th 519973, a November 1936 daughter 
of the 85th, a beautiful little show prospect was purchased 
by L. W. Shutter, of Macomb, Illinois, at the second top 
of $400.00.

already “picking out” the individual animals that they 
wished to bid on. There were some sixty-five head listed 
in the sale, thirty-six of them being the Tolan offering and 
the remainder were consigned by other Illinois breeders 
in order to make up a sufficient number to be attractive 
to buyers. 

The day was good. Farmers were busy in the fields, 
nevertheless a good sized, enthusiastic crowd gathered and 
spent the entire forenoon going in and out of the new pens 
built at the bottom of the hill in Garrett’s front yard where 
the sale tent is always pitched. These pens afford buyers 
an excellent opportunity to “get in among the cattle” where 
they can see and handle the Bonnie Blacks for themselves. 
The phenomenal show record made by J. Garrett Tolan’s 
cattle at all the leading shows the past few seasons attract- 
ed particular buyers from most every section of the coun- 
try. While many states represented just bid and stopped 
too soon, Illinois breeders held twenty-three head of the 
thirty-six offered by Tolan. Missouri got four; Kentucky 
took two; Ohio went home with four; Tennessee bought two 
and Virginia took one. 

Col. W. H. Cooper did about the best day’s work that 
he has recorded in years. The going was good, the buyers snappy, 
even though they tried hard to hold values down. Bull sales had 
been none too good so the affair was started off with the females 
for which there seemed a strong advance demand.

From that point everyone went into aztion in earnest. Nothing 
in the first fifteen females offered sola below $200.00. In this 
group seven head went at $300.00 or over. Here it was that the top 
heifer appeared, selling in eighth place at even $500.00. This was 
Blackeap Tolan 52d 510056 that became the property of Dr. Geo. M. 
Laughlin, of Kirksville, Missouri, at the price named. She was calv- 
ed in April 1936 and was an own daughter of Eileenmere 32d. Her 
dam was a daughter of the International grand champion Eileenmere 
15th. Both grandsires and both grandams had been sired by the 
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tannic Maid of Banks. 

Another 1936 heifer to sell at $310.00 was 
Blackbird 21st of St. Albans 442947, a 
granddaughter of Erie Revolution 404801 
and Emulous 408620. The grandam being 
a daughter of Erie Revolution too. She was 
offered as the very last Aberdeen-Angus 
animal owned by St. Albans Farms, Pacific, 
Missouri, where the Doddie herd has given 
way to a high producing herd of Guernsey 
dairy cattle. She was purchased by A. D. 
Bradshaw, Smithshire, Illinois. 

Immediately following the female auction 
the bulls were led in. First in the proces- 
sion was Eileenmere 122d a full brother to 
Eileenmere 85th the 1935 International 
grand champion.

Selling seventy-four head of registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in one afternoon at an average price of 
$201.20 is no small task, especially when it is considered 
that Muskogee, Oklahoma, is somewhat out of the beaten 
path of the middle west sales circuits. Nevertheless it 
proves conclusively that people are attracted by good, 
well established breeding cattle, and that they are ready 
and willing to go a long distance to participate in the 
distribution of such an offering. Col. Fred Reppert ably 
conducted the selling end from the block'and was equally 
well assisted by Col. Ed. Herriff. In addition to the reg- 
ular catalogued list of seventy-four head these gentle- 
men wrapped up approximately two dozen extra bulls 
and heifers at prices that ran up to $125.00 per head. 
Some of these were sold without papers to be used in the 
production of better beef for the markets. 

L. R. Kershaw’s Annual Spring Sale held at the 
farm some ten or twelve miles south and east of Musko- 
gee, made history for the breed. Many new herds were 
started and several older collections were strengthened 
through purchases on this occasion. As a special attrac- 
tion Mr. Kershaw released about a dozen head of the 
young things recently purchased from Dick Hahne of 
Strathmore Farms. They, together with the tops in the 
Kershaw herd were exceptionally well received and sold 
at prices that were highly gratifying to all concerned. 

One of the most interesting features of this sale is 
disclosed in a perusal of the sale list showing where the 
cattle went. In the regular catalogued list Oklahoma retained 
thirty-six head of the entire seventy-four lots offered. Louisiana 
took eighteen; Nebraska six; Missouri six; Maryland five and 
Texas three. This is after all a wide distribution and the cattle 
went into hands where they will do the breed as well as the buyers 
a lot of good. Those who purchased on this occasion will not for- 
get to recommend Kershaw cattle to their friends. 

After checking the sale cattle carefully it was decided to start 
with the young heifers as they seemed to be of greatest interest 
to buyers. The first one in was Elba of Muskogee 509778, calved 
in June 1936 and sired by Blackcap B. J. 454324 a grandson of 
Black Marshall 2d the great show bull at the head of the Rowles 
herd in Iowa some years ago. She had come from the Eborea tribe 
and had for dam Elba Marshall B. 452542 a granddaughter of Earl 
Marshall and Enecho Peer. This was an exceptionally sweet heifer 
and she was purchased by Dr. Geo. M. Laughlin, of Kirksville, 
Missouri, at $300.00. The price was quickly reached and the trans- 
action completed in short order. The same buyer took Blackcap 
Strathmore 5th 519402 an April 1936 daughter of Revolution 50th 
and Blackcap 6th of Greenwood, the second heifer up at $250.00. 
Elba 5th of Strathmore 504058 a member of the Finlarig tribe, 
calved in September 1934, was next in the selling order and the 
doctor made Oklahoma A. & M. of Stillwater pay $475.00 for her. 
This was the top female in the auction. She was a daughter of 
the 1931 International grand champion Revolution 100th and had a 
fine heifer calf at foot by Revolution 81st, who is also a son of

averaged $352.50 each.

Next 
came Miss Burgess Strathmore 2d 512910 a May 1935 daughter of 
Revolution 50th bred to Revolution 81st. She too fell to the bid of 
Dr. Laughlin at the total of $350.00. This same bidder captured 
Boquet of Strathmore 3d 519923, a beautiful daughter of Revolu- 
tion 81st having for dam a granddaughter of the International 
grand champion Leroy 3d of Meadow Brook who in turn was sired 
by the twice International grand champion Lucy’s Prince; also the 
January 1936 McHenry Blackcap heifer, Blackcap 38th of Musko- 
gee 507189 by Muskogee Prince 3d an outstanding breeding son 
of the 1921 International grand champion Prince Marshall; as well 
as Blackcap 39th of Muskogee 508604, a 1936 daughter of Musko- 
gee Marshall whose sire is Prince Marshall. 

L. E. Laflin, of Crab Orchard, Nebraska, was present and did 
a lot of bidding that finally resulted in the purchase of Juanerra 
3d of Strathmore 519403, an own daughter of the International 
grand champion Revolution 100th that has for dam a daughter of 
Imp. Juanerra Erica. This little $305.00 heifer will perhaps prove 
to be one of the finest bargains of the entire sale. 

Marshall Krotz and his father, owners of the Krotz Stock 
Farms, near Odell, Nebraska, had come: down to get some of the 
good heifers and they succeeded in buying Barbara Strathmore 
519411 a January 1936 daughter of Revolution 100th who claims 
as dam Barbara McHenry 76th 446283 a daughter of Ex Marshall 
3d and a double granddaughter of Earl Marshall, at $330.00. They 
also procured Blackcap Strathmore 6th 519407 a 1936 daughter of 
Revolution 81st out of a daughter of Blackcap Revolution Again, 
full brother to Blackcap Revolution. The third dam is a full sister 
to Blackcap Bertram, thus this tabulation contains three direct 
closeup crosses of Blackcap McHenry 104th, without question one 
of the greatest breeding cows of the entire breed. The price this 
time was $310.00. The same firm took Estelle 7th of Muskogee an 
Enchantress Erica granddaughter of Prince Marshall bred to Revo- 
lution 81st. 

All the while Mr. A. R. McBurney, of Welch, Louisiana, was 
busy trying to land one of these heifers. He finally succeeded in 
getting Eborea Strathmore 519408 calved September 2, 1936, a 
sweet show prospect at $395.00. She is a representative of the 
famous Eborea tribe of Elbas and was sired by Envious Earl, an 
intensely Earl Marshall bred bull upon a Donohoe Elba founda- 
tion of the Finlarig branch. A better prospect for show and breed- 
Ing purposes will be hard to find. Mr. McBurney took another pair 
of fine heifers too. One was Blackbird of Muskogee 86th a grand- 
daughter of Black Marshall 11th fourth son of Earl Marshall to 
win the International grand championship; and the other was 
Blackcap 40th of Muskogee a granddaughter of Prince Marshall, 
also an International grand champion son of Earl Marshall. To 
round out his purchase Mr. McBurney bought Erica McHenry’s 
Lad 480786 at $375.00 the bull top.

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J. Garrett Tolan Tops Sale; Buys Eileenmere Elgon at $500.00 


It’s a nice day’s drive from Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, to Clinton, Illinois, in anybody’s 
car. However we breakfasted at Muskogee 
the morning of June 1st and took supper at 
Clinton, Illinois, the evening of the same 
day. It was not just on the regular time 
schedule but the meal was relished just the 
same. V. C. Swigart had early selected 
Wednesday, June 2d, as the time when he 
would hold his annual draft sale consisting 
this time of fourteen bulls and forty-two 
females, all rich in the breeding of the 
Eileenmeres. The local cropping situation, 
being somewhat belated, marred the attend- 
ance from a numerical angle. However those 
who came were there to buy breeding cattle 
of just the kind that V. C. Swigart has been 
producing since he started his herd of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle some years 
ago. If there are those among our readers 
who would like to see good cattle grown in 
the open and handled just as most people 
like to handle them, it will pay that indi- 
vidual to make a drive to Clinton, Illinois, 
for the express purpose of visiting Mr. 
Swigart and his farms and pastures where 
the cattle never want for good grass, shade 
and water. 

Col. A. W. Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebras- 
ka, presided on the block and was assisted 
by Cols. McGowan and Bradshaw. The for- 
ty-two head passed the auction stand at an 
average of $157.20. While this was not 
what the cattle were worth, from a breed- 
er’s standpoint Mr. Swigart was pleased 
with the returns and especially pleased 
when he discovered that all but seven head 
remained within the state of Illinois. Two 
went to Indiana and five to Ohio. 

The female section of the assignment 
went along at a general average of $160.00 
which, when it is considered that they had 
all been grown right on the farm, surely 
gave a splendid return for the effort of 
production. These were substantial prices 
that cattle can be produced for and yet they 
are prices that most any farmer can pay 
and be assured that he had a money making 
investment. The top cow in the offering 
proved to be the April 1936 heifer Eileen- 
mere’s Blackcap S. 25th 514793, a daughter 
of Eileenmere H. 2d the bull that has been 
giving Mr. Swigart such good cattle. She 
is therefore a granddaughter on the sire’s 
side of the International grand champion 
Eileenmere 15th. Her sire is also a grand- 
son of the International grand champion 
Black Marshall 11th. Her dam is a grand 
daughter of Blackcap Revolution. This little 
heifer went to C. H. Walters, of Piper City, 
Illinois, at $275.00. 

Charles Rundel, of Kappa, Illinois, pro- 
cured a pair of Blackcap heifers, both calv- 
ed in the spring of 1936. Eileenmere’s 
Blackcap S. 34th is a daughter of Wileen- 
mere H. 2d and has for dam a granddaugh- 
ter of Earl Marshall, and Black Engraver 
whose sire was Edinburg. She brought 
$230. For five dollars less this buyer was 
able to get Blackcap Effie S. 5th 517185, 
whose sire Hileenmere 160th is a grandsen 
of Eileenmere 15th. Her dam carries the 
blood of Black Woodlawn, Binomial, Elmore 
2d and others of superior quality and breed- 
ing. 

J. S. Caldwell & Son, of Chillicothe, 
Ohio, rung the cash register on five choice 
breeding heifers, paying $170.00 for the 
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Cridlan Evergreen 1936 heifer Evergreen 
Eileenmere 514792. She was a combination 
of Eileenmere, Blackcap Revolution and 
Blackcap Bertram breeding. Close to the 
same price was paid for three other daugh- 
ters of Eileenmere H. 2d and a daughter 
of Kileenmere 69th, a great son of Eileen- 
mere 32d, was included. Clyde Wade, of, 
Clinton, Illinois, bought a bull and three fe- 
males to add to his already well established 
herd. 

The bull sale like most of the others was. 
nothing to brag about. Mr. Swigart could. 
have passed most of this string of bulls 
along commercial channels at a better mar- 
gin of profit. However he was pleased that 
he could have these well bred bulls go out 
into nearby herds where he knows full well 
they will mean more and better business 
for him in the future. About so much seed 
has to be sown occasionally and we know of 
no man who would get greater enjoyment 
out of seeing his neighbors make money on 
the cattle they purchase in his sales. The 
top bull was Eileenmere Elgon 508561, that 
was sold to J. Garrett Tolan, of Pleasant 
Plains, Illinois, at $500.00, the extreme top 
for the sale. This looked like about the big- 
gest bargain of the season for there just 
was not much the matter with this bull.

of the outstending breeding sons of Eileen- 
mere 15th.

417249 is one of the best cows in the Swig- 
art herd and she is a combination of Ben- 
dix and Buxom breeding. 

The top five head averaged $219.50, the 
top ten made $194.75 and the top twenty- 
five averaged $163.30. Indicating that good 
cattle bring the profit and yet can be bought 
within reason.

Local stockmen who saw the loading of 
the Aberdeen-Angus cattle said that Mr. 
Campbell’s were “the best ever shipped 
from Jackson county.” 7 

A circular issued by the commission com- 
pany which purchased the Campbell cattle 
said they brought the highest price of the 
season. . : 

The Missouri Pacific Railroad always in- 
terested in the progress of agriculture and 
stock raising in Jackson county, gave Mr. 
Campbell’s shipment of stock fast service 
to St. Louis. 

In 1933 the price of cattle fell to a low 
level because of the drouth. Mr. Campbell 
took advantage of the opportunity and pur- 
chased fourteen heifers and an Aberdeen- 
Angus bull. This gave him a start of pure 
bred registered cattle. Today he has, per- 
haps, the only -herd of this prize stock in 
Jackson county. Since he began the raising 
of this breed, he has sold seven bulls and 
the carload of cattle from his herd and still 
has 50 fine specimens left on his farm at 
Tupelo. 

The carload sold Wednesday was fed 
crushed corn, cottonseed meal and molasses 
for a period of 150 days in preparation for 
market. His present herd is pastured on 
lespedeza at Tupelo where Mr. Campbell 
always welcomes persons interested in pure 
bred stock raising. 

In fact, Mr. Campbell urges farmer- 
stockmen of Jackson county to visit his 
farm. He is sold on the raising of pure bred 
stock and is one of the leaders in a move- 
ment to make this county one of the lead- 
ing registered stock-raising centers of the 
southwest. His experience Wednesday leads 
him to believe that this can be done to the 
profit of all concerned and he is enthusias- 
tic in assertion of his belief.

Feeders Day at University of Nebraska 


Decisively indicating that they were in- 
terested in getting feeding costs reduced, 
farmers and stockmen from all parts of 
Nebraska and surrounding states were at 
the University of Nebraska College of Ag- 
riculture April 16th for their 25th Annual 
Feeders Day. A record crowd of 2200 peo- 
ple filled the student activities building to 
overflowing. It was by far the biggest 
farm gathering held at the college in years, 
Dean W. W. Burr estimated. Many produc- 
ers were here from Iowa, Kansas, South 
Dakota and other states. While the pro- 
gram listed a brilliant array of speakers 
major interest in the meeting developed 
around experimental work done at the Ne- 
braska station during the past year on 
feeding substitutes. Faced with paying $50 
and more per ton for corn, the feeders paid 
strict attention to explanations made by 
Professor Ray R. Thalman of feeding tests 
in which molasses has proved a practical 
and profitable partial substitute for corn. 
Experimental tests reported on during the 
day showed many advantages under present 
conditions. 

Illinois’ most successful farmers are us- 
ing live stock as an aid to the adoption of 
rational cropping systems and sound soil 
conservation methods, Professor H. P. Ruck 
of the University of Illinois, told the af- 
ternoon crowd. He spoke on “Illinois Beef 
Producing Practices of Interest to Nebras- 
ka Cattlemen.” Good cropping systems are 


ane or 


more common on Illinois live stock farms 
than on straight grain farms, he said. Le- 
gume hays have come to be recognized 
as the standard of excellence in roughage 
for cattle feeding, he explained, and also a 
means of maintaining soil fertility. 

One of the most interesting speakers 
of the day was Professor H. J. Gramlich, 
who is chairman of the Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry at the Nebraska college. In 
his talk he sounded a warning to Nebras- 
ka cattlemen not to “bank” too much on 
heavy cattle during the coming year. Heavy 
cattle have been topping the Omaha mar- 
ket recently, but the live stock authority 
predicted that the swing would be back to 
lighter weight critters. 

During the past three months steers 
weighing 1300 to 1800 pounds have had the 
call, Gramlich declared. While I do not want 
to discourage you, I would beg you to bear 
in mind that under normal conditions it is 
only about once in a decade that the so- 
called heavy cattle stage a comeback. 

Professor Gramlich paid tribute to Ne- 
braska live stock men when he said: “Ne- 
braska is going to dominate as a live stock 
state because the cornhuskers are live stock 
minded. Go down south and watch the av- 
erage native lean against the rickety porch 
post of his simple abode and you will get 
what I mean. It takes a high type of per- 
son to carry on the live stock business. We 
have that kind in Nebraska.”

Wayland Hopley Sends Another Exportation from His Iowa Farms 


It is May 15th to be exact. Two crews of 
human beings are busily engaged at far dis- 
tant points in the United States in an enter- 
prise that is to have its culmination on the 
other side of the world—New Zealand to be 
exact in this case. At Bush dock in Jersey 
City on the Atlantic seaboard a crew is build- 
ing a shed on the deck of the great steamship 
Nardana. It is all fussed up with stalls for 
the accommodation of the twenty head of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle that are being 
loaded at the Hopley farms in the middle west. 
The waybill reads via the Rock Island system 
from Hopley station to Jersey City. 

The crew at the little station on the Hop- 
ley farm is arranging stalls, feed bunks, and a 
deck that will carry a sufficient amount of 
proteins, minerals and other home grown feeds 
to last this most valuable consignment of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle until the Nardana docks 
at Wellington. The cattle are loaded. At the 
signal of the conductor, Clinton Blake who 
accompanied the shipment last year again 
waves goodbye to his own folks, the Hopleys, and their friends 
who have gathered to see another exportation leave this little sta- 
tion within a year’s time. Wayland relights the old cigar as 
through his mind flits the daily activities at the farm for the next 
six months. All the while he is wondering whether the work will 
be sufficiently well in hand by mid summer that he can board a 
westbound train for the Pacific coast and from there sail in time 
to reach the cattle before they leave quarantine and go to the main- 
land where they are to be prepared for the auction sale that will 
occur soon after. These cattle will be under the direct supervision 
of Clinton Blake until they have been sold and they will be sold 
by auction through the management of the Stud Department of 
the firm of Wright, Stephenson Company, of Wellington, New Zea- 
land. Mr. C. E. Robinson, manager of this department who visited 
this country a short two years ago will have charge of the sale. 

Just a week later, May 22d, the Nardana left her dock and 
nosed out to sea headed directly to the Dutch West Indies, and then 
to the Panama Canal and on out into the big Pacific pointing 
straight for Wellington. By the time “Shorty” returns to the 
States he sould have won the rank of a “seasoned salt.” 

Back to the cattle. It was a great pleasure to inspect this 
offering one by one just a few days prior to the loading. Wayland

Three times the tabulation of Quality Marshall 3d goes to 
10th Laird of Estill purchased at the Estill & Elliott sale by Mr.

it appears here today is dominated by McHenry influence, supple- 
mented by many infusions of bloodlines representing the best ever 
to come to America from Sir George Macpherson Grant’s famous 
Ballindalloch herd. 

The dam of Epistos Quality is intensely Caldwell bred. The 
Caldwells in their day showed many of the best breeding and show 
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Bred by W. A. Hopley, Atlantic, Iowa.

I also 
plan to add a few pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus cows and to eventually have a herd 
of about twenty-five registered Aberdeen- 
Angus cows to go along with my herd of 
high grade cows from which to produce 
commercial cattle. In addition to the above 
breeding cattle I have forty steers on feed 
and twenty-two yearlings to be fed in pas- 
ture this summer for the fall market.” It 
will not be long until the calves are all 
black on Woodside Stock Farm and the 
commercial herd will be made better every 
time it is crossed on a good Aberdeen- 
Angus bull.

Dr. A. C. Anderson, of Beatrice, Nebras- 
ka, purchased the Miss Burgess bull, Bum- 
mer Revolution 519410, a son of Revolu- 
tion 100th and out of a granddaughter of 
Imp. Maid of Bummers. The price was 
$300.00, making him one of the real bar- 
gains of the auction. For a complete list 
of the sales see the appended list. Scrutin- 
ize the averages and note the even general 
trend of valuations on the entire offering. 
This in itself is one of the finest tributes 
to the breed. When one can purchase breed- 
ing cattle at these prices that are capable 
of producing the world’s market toppers he 
is surely going into a good sound depend- 
able business.

ago, he took a very lively and practical in- 
terest in the Aberdeen-Angus. He was as- 
sociated for long with the American Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle society, and wrote ex- 
tensively on the breed and its history of 
which he had a very extensive and reliable 
knowledge. For many years Mr. Auld was 
an occasional contributor to the North Brit- 
ish Agriculturist on Aberdeen-Angus inter- 
ests, always doing his best to keep the rep- 
utation of the breed on a top level as he 
realized it so well deserved. Mr. Auld’s in- 
terest in his homeland was maintained to 
the end of his life. According to a Reuter 
message from New York announcing his 
death, Mr. Auld is referred to as a London- 
born descendant of Robert Burns. As to his 
descent from Robert Burns, we have no 
knowledge, but it is the case that during 
his long residence in New York he was a 
perfervid Burnsite. He was honorary pres- 
ident of The Robert Burns Circle of New 
York, and was for a long period an out- 
standing personality in connection with that 
body. Mr. Auld had been in indifferent 
health for some time prior to his death, 
and his eyesight was failing him very ser- 
iously.”
